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Patton Lunges Ahead 


Despite Heavy Rains 
And Tunisian Floods

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, March 
19.—(AP)—American troops captured El Guetar, 73 miles 
northwest of Gabes, at the entrance of Guetaria Pass, through 
which an attack might be made against Marshal Rommel’s 
flank, and drove on eastward today despite heavy rains and 
floods. 


The pass is a six-mile stretch of 
broken and presently water-logged 
terrain between two ranges of 
hills, the Jebel Berda and Jebel 
Chemsi. General Patton’s advance 
to El Guetar, which lies 12 miles 
beyond Gafsa, meant that the 
Americans had captured all the 
territory recently lost in this 
sector. 

In the pass some miles beyond 
American outposts, Italian labor 
corps were hastily improving forti- 
fications. 

The British First Army in the 
north meanwhile withdrew three 
miles from Tamera, a mining town 
45 miles southwest of Bizerte. The 
British braced in their stronger 
positions, however, and repelled 
two German infantry attacks. 


Montgomery’s Patrols. 


General Montgomery’s Eighth 
Army veterans continued patrol- 
ling before the Mareth line in the 
south, making “slight local adjust- 
ments along the front with little 
interference,” an Allied commu- 
nique said. 

(The Ninth U. S. Air Force 
attacked Naples, Italian feed- 
er port for the Tunisian front, 
twice yesterday by day and 
night. Clouds obscured the 
results. The Italians said the 
outskirts of Naples and Syra- 
cuse were bombed and that 
slight damage was caused at 
Noto, in Sicily. 

(British submarines ‘Sank 
seven more supply ships and 
a naval auxiliary in the Medi- 
terranean, the Admiralty an- 
nounced in London. Four 
were large cargo ships, two 
were small and the seventh 
was a medium tanker. A 
minesweeper was damaged so 
severely it was run ashore.) 

42-Mile Advance. 

El Guetar lies 12 miles south- 
east of Gafsa and its capture 
lengthened Patton’s advance to 42 
miles in two days. It lies near 
the western end of a mountain gap 
where the Germans have deployed 
along a road in more advanta- 
geous positions.

Violent Nazi 
Attacks Press 
Russians Back 


LONDON, Saturday, March 20. 
(4)—Outnumbered Russian troops 
battling countless German tank | 
and infantry assaults were forced | 
back again and lost two populated | 
places to the Nazis in bitter fight- | 
ing on the southern front, Moscow | 
announced early today. 


The German high command an- | 
nounced the capture yesterday of | 
the strategic rail center of Bel-| 
gorod, 50 miles above Kharkov, 
but the midnight Russian bulletin 
did not confirm this. Instead, the 
Russian midnight communique, re- 
corded by the Soviet monitor, in- 
dicated that the two abandoned 
localities were on the upper Donets 
river in the sector southeast of 
Kharkov. 

Russian troops also were forced 
back in the middle sector of the 
Donets river line, presumably in 
the Izyum sector, but the com- 
munique said a decisive Red army 
counter-attack wiped out the tem- 
porary Nazi ‘gains. 

Smolensk Defense Stiffens. 

On the central front, continued 
Russian \gains in the drive on 
Smolensk were reported with the' 
capture of additional hamlets, but. 
the communique s.id German re- 
sistance had _ stiffened in the 
Izdeshkovo sector, 75 miles north- 
east of Smolensk, where the Ger- 
mans were “making use of previ- 
ously prepared positions.” 

Four hundred Germans were re- 
ported killed yesterday, one strong- 
point was taken south of Izdesh- 
kovo, and the communique quoted 
captured German officers of the 
185th Nazi infantry regiment as 
saying that the regiment. had lost 
three-fourths of its effectives in| 
the last few days.

mendous increase. 

Subsidiary Plants. 


Subsidiary plants have already 
been opened in New York City, 
Chicago and Atlanta, and ware- 
houses in San Francisco and Dal- 
las, Texas will begin operation 
shortly. 

All government printing, with 


the exception of currency and 
stamps, is handled in these gov- 
lernment printing plants under the 
idirection of Giegengack, who has 
been the public printer for nine 
years. 

Technical problems, which arise 
in connection with this work, are 
solved by a special laboratory in 
Washington. 

Foil Counterfeiters. 


Here a particular type of paper, 
developed to prevent counterfeit- 
ing, was produced for use in the 
War Ration books, and here, too, 
stationery to be used by United 
States prisoners of war was de- 
signed in such a way that all types 
of invisible inks are immediately 
rendered visible if used upon it. 

Plants in 44 states are now as- 
sisting in the gigantic task of gov- 
ernment printing.

Now come the livestock men to join that too- 
long list of special groups who solemnly avow 
they are righteously opposed to inflation, but 
are opposed to price ceilings as applied to their 
particular personal interests. 

At a hearing in Washington, called by the 
Office of Price Administration, spokesmen for 
the livestock industry complained that rumors 
of coming price ceilings on live hogs and other 
meat animals had caused prices to drop. This, 
they argued, was causing some farmers to sell 
sows which otherwise would have been held for 
increased production. 

It was, therefore, their argument that price 
ceilings would tend to curtail still further the 
national supply of meat. 

On the other hand, J. K. Galbraith, deputy 
OPA administrator, said ceiling prices on live 
animals were necessary for stabilization of 
living costs and to prevent inflation. | 

P. O. Wilson, secretary of the National Live- 
stock Marketing Association, said “livestock 
producers are opposed to inflation, but they 
do not believe present prices can be called 
inflationary when compared with industrial 
prices and industrial wage rates.” 

Exactly. Secretary Wilson expresses exactly 
the same thought voiced by every man who 
seeks higher wages for his work or higher 
prices for his product. “We are opposed to 
inflation, but—”

Another Letter From a Bald-

CASUALTY LISTS Every day one may read the casualty 


lists. The names of Georgia towns pa- 
rade by through the week—Logansville, Baxley, Luthersville, Craw- 
fordville, Colbert—the small towns and cities march by, saying that 
from each town some Georgia boy has died or is missing in action. 
The names of the Georgia cities go by, too, 
saying that some boy has died violently by air- 

plane crash or shell or rifle fire. 


You remember, somehow, his town, more 
than his name. This is because we are a travel- 
ing people. We go about our state and we 
recall that in this town we stopped for gas; 
that in another we had lunch; that Cousin 
Lucy lives here; that Aunt Kate lives there; 
that we spent the night in a hotel in that town 
and it was hot and the fan wouldn’t work. 

We remember the towns. 

Somehow, the name isn’t important. 

What is important is that the boy died. 

As each name comes up, you think about ft 
. . - how did he die? What does the phrase 
mean, “Missing in action?” 

Was it by some crumpled plane,-shot down 
from the air, and shattered against the earth or 
on some battered hill? Was it inside some tank, 

torn by shell fire, and left far to one side of the wash of the battle? 
Was it in some slit trench where a mortar shell fell? 

Was it quick and painlessly, as he went running toward the 
enemy guns, with the yellow lights flashing along their lines, like 
winking golden fire-flies, as the enemy guns speak? 

Or, did he lie there for a while, feeling life going, and thinking, 
as much as the pain would let him, of home and of his folks and 
his girl? 

You can’t know those things. 

They shouldn’t be mentioned? They wrack the parents of those 
who have lost sons? 

Yes, but it really happened, you see. This isn’t movies. Just 
because it is far away in a place called Africa or Guadalcanal or 
Kiska or New Guinea, it doesn’t follow that it is unreal. 


NEEDS TO BE TOLD I think it needs to be told. I believe 
that if the people, looking at the cas- 


ualty lists, would remember that they mean some boy has died or 
some boy is missing in action and may be dead or may be a pris- 
oner, they would be interested in frowning down any mean, little 
selfishness which might rear its head. 

There isn’t much of it. 

But there are still a few of those who complain about the smal! 
“doing-without” we are made.to do. They are so small they do 
not even merit the name of sacrifice. 

Any person who thinks of himself as sacrificing has but to 
measure it against the cold, hard facts of the casualty lists to see 
how little and selfish it is to regard our little doing-withouts as 
anything important. 

You see, our job is to make ourselves worthy of every Georgia 
boy whose name is on one of those casualty lists. The job of 
every person in every other state is to do the same thing; to be 
worthy of their own casualty lists. 

We ought to say to this government, that it take away al! our 
gasoline; make us walk, make us do without much food, take as 
much as is needed from our profits, take away as many of the 
ordinary comfortable things we are used to as is necessary; take 
away our ease and comfort—do everything that is needed to make 
us worthy of just one of those men who crashed in his plane, who 
died in a tank,-in a slit trench, or going forward toward the ma- 
chineguns and automatic rifles of the enemy. 

Watch the names of our towns and our men go by. And think 
it over. : 


SOFT GOING We have had it pretty soft in this country. Not 
since the period of the War Between the States 
and our own reconstruction period have we had any hard going. 

I get letters and telephone calls: 

“Well, I see where that damned Roosevelt has cut off our gas 
again.” ...

_One Man Alone 


Probably the most bizarre story to come out 
of the war is that describing how one fighter 
pilot constituted the sole air defense of the 
British Mediterranean fleet for a time during 
the early part of the war. 

It is an outstanding example of the thin 
thread that ofttimes has stood between the 
Allies and disaster, and of the sometimes 
incredible bravery that has marked the men 
who improvised and fought and very often died 
to keep that thread unbroken. It also illus- 
trates the utter incapacity of the Italian high 
command, which had in its power the means 
to wipe out British control of the Mediter- 
ranean. 

The story stands in relief when it is recalled 
that torpedo bombing had long been considered 
a forte of the Italian air force, which had only 
to press home a grand attack to accomplish a 
tremendous and possibly decisive victory. 

Both the Italians and the Germans had 
victory within their grasp through the use of 
air power. Both fell short because they did 
not have that which the British had in full 
measure—guts. It was cold, sheer, incredible 
intestinal fortitude that saw Britain through 
her dark hours. And it was almost unbelievable 
luck at times that placed the men who had 
what it took where they were needed. 

Many stories are told of it taking only one 
American or one Briton to match ten foeman. 
Consider for a moment the epic story of one 


the totalitarian forms of government. He was 
unflagging in his denunciation of all forms of 
human regimentation. ‘ 


Cardinal Hinsley saw with simple clarity the 
true character of Naziism, especially in its 
opposition to Christianity and in its denial of 
every human quality which Christ glorified. 
He had voiced his personal renunciation of 
any “neutrality of the heart,” in the present 
war which he envisioned as a “great conflict 
between the light and the darkness.” Naziism, 
he had said, is “the arch-enemy of mankind.” 


Cardinal Hinsley, by his ciear understand- 
ing of the fundamental evil of the Nazi ideology, 
pointed a path for Christian leadership of all 
faiths all over the world. He was a champion 
of those who, seeing and understanding the 
war in all its implications, realize that pacifism 


becomes betrayal of righteousness when the 


foe is the personification of anti-Christ.

the surface to recharge storage | 
batteries used in undersea run-| 
ning, but this can be done at 
night. with not much chance of 
detection.

The 
average depth-charge must ex- 
plode within 15 feet of the hull if 
it is to do enough damage to 
cripple the submarine.

F.D.R. Encourages Sen- 
ate on Joining With 
Other Nations. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—(/P) 
President Roosevelt encouraged 
the senate today to expres willing- 
ness for the United States to join 
with other nations in maintaining 
future peace, saying ich a pro- 
nouncement to the world might be 
helpful. 


At a press conference, the chief 
executive also indicated that ex- 
changes among the United Nations 
on post-war planning have pro- 
gressed to the point where three 
or four formal conferences on eco- 
nomic and financial matters may 
be initiated soon. 


The first of these is to be-con- 
cerned with long-range problems 
of food production and distribu- 
tion and is expected to be con- 
vened within the next two months. 
A tentative date has been suggest- 
ed, but Mr. Roosevelt did not dis- 
close it. He indicated it would be 
held in this country. 


The question of a senate decla- 
ration on collective post-war secur- 
ity was brought up by a reporter 
who told Mr. Roosevelt that many 
of those at his press conference 
last Tuesday got the impression he 
was “cool” toward the resolution 
by Senators Ball, Republican, Min- 
nesota; Burton, Republican, Ohio; 
Hatch, Democrat, New Mexico, 
and Hill, Democrat, Alabama. This 
resolution would, among other 
things, put the senate on record as 
favoring a post-war international 
police force to mainta’. peace. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he was not 
cool to it, but that he had not dis- 
cussed the language because that 
is a matter purely witiuin the prov- 
ince of the senate as is the whole 
question of such a resolution. He 
went on to say he believed it 
would be helpful to have the 
world know the United States °: 
ready and willing to help in main- 
taining peace.
